We  carefully  burlap  the  roots  with  the  earth  adhering*,  as 
we  believe  this  the  most  satisfactory  way  to  pack  and  ship 
evergreens.  It  is  the  custom  of  many  to  make  a charge 
for  this  burlaping,  but  we  feel  that  the  trees  are  not  com- 
plete without  it  and,  therefore,  include  this  service  in  the 
price  of  the  tree.
